SOMETHING TO EXPLAIN. 
{BY “IRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
KINGSTON (N. Y.) Aug. 3.—[Excld- 
sive Dispatch.) A copy of an address 
Gelivered by Parker, dealing with the 
problem of the development of trusts, 
came to light today. This speech was 
| delivered im this city at a banquet of 
the local Board of Trade and is remark- 
able, not merely because it is believed 
to be the sole expression of opinion of 
the Democratic Presidential nominee on 
this subject on record, but also because 
of the unusual views it sets forth. 


After talking on local subjects, 
Parker, in this address, plunged into

Parker 
dwelt, at the close of his address, on 
the growth of the idea of ownership by 
the municipality and the State of in- 
dustries, referred directly to the 
Belmont tunnel, then just authorised.

As the refigerators in most mark- 
ets do not Hold enough ice to last 
longer than 48 hours, the order to cut 


off the supply of ce. if it can be forced,

Officers of the Teamsters Union have 
appointed pickets to watch retaj] mark 
ets all over Chicago. with instructivns 


to see that the boycott is carried out. 


Besides the decision of the striking 


anions to extend the strike to the ice- 


mes, there was little. change from 
yesterday in the situation at the swck- 
yards. With their new employés and 
those that have deserted the unions, 
the packers managed to dispose of ful- 
ly only 50 per cent. as much work as is 
earried on under normal conditions. 

Fewer than three hundred new em- 
ployés arri at the various plants 
ng the smallest number 
of strike breakers received during any 
day -since the employérs decided to 
bring outsiders tq Chicago to break the 
strike. - The pa declare that the 
reason for the small addition to their 
forces today was that they were about 
through hiring workmen and were now 
choosing only skilled men. 

While admitting that the packers are 
doing considerable business, the strike 
leaders declare that the employers are 
losing money on every animal slaught- 
ered, as the unskilled workers waste 
all the by-products. It is on this 
waste that the strikers base their hope 
for final success, arguing that it is 
only a matter of time untii the em- 
ployers will become tired of losing 
money and will eventually make over- 
tures to the unions for a settlement. 

TWO POLICEMEN INJURED. 

In a riot which broke out at the 
yards tonight two policemen were in- 
jured and twenty-eight rioters were ar- 


rested after being beaten into submis- |. 


sion. The riot started when five strike 
breakers from one of the machine 
shops in one of the packing plants 
were leaving the yards and tried to 
board a street car to go to their homes. 
Despite, the signals of the strike break- 
ers the motormen on twelve cars re- 
fused to stop, and a crowd seeing a 
good opportunity to get revenge on the 
non-union men, began to hur! stones at 


Two policemen who were guarding 
the entranee went to the assistance of 
the non-union men, but the rioters by 
this time had grown in numbers 80 
rapidly that fully a thousand angry 
men were trying to get at the strike 
treakers. Retreating into the machine 
shop the policemen sent in a riot call 
for reinforcements. When the addi- 
tional policemen arrived a charge was 
made on the riot. 

The crowd made an assault witn 
bricks and stones and when the police- 
men started forward, every man who 
could find room fought with his brick. 
Two bricks were trué to the mark and 
two policemen dropped with wounds 
on the head. They were carried by 
their comperiors to the machine shop. 
Seeing the condition of their compan- 
fons, the other .eighteen policemen 
made a cherge on the crowd.

WELCOME THE RAIDERS. 
VLADIVOSTOK ENTHUSIASTIC. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
VLADIVOSTOK, Aug. 3.—({ By Pacific 
Cadle.] The reception ot the cruisers 
Rossia, Gromoboi and Rurik on their 
return from their latest expedition was 
Rear-Admiral Jessen was 
in signal communication with Vice-Ad- 
miral Skrydloff for ten hours before 
the squadron reached port. 

As 4 result, of the cruise, naval am- 
cers believe a check will be given to 
British and American ship owners car- 
rying contraband of war, or at least ad- 
ditional burdens will be imposed on 
Japan by an increase in freight rates. 
Officials of the squadron are indignant 
over the criticism of the British and 
American newspapers as to the las- 
lessness of the cruisers, asserting that 
the complete details of the cruise will 
show that Admiral Jessen displayed the 
Freatest humanity and acted within his 
rights and instructions. 

The crew of the Japanese vessel Oka- 
shima were set on shore before the ship 
Was sunk by the Rossia, and the crews 
of two schooners which were far from 
shore were taken aboard the Russian 
vessels. 

The steamer Camara, belonging to the 
Cullom Company of London, when 
stopped was bound for Muroran, for 
coal. The officers say that she had evi- 
dently brought contraband from Europe 
to Yokohama. They allege she was on 
he rway to Muroran with the intention 


of loading coal for delivery at Japa- 
nese ports or to the Japanese fleet. The 
fact is pointed gut that the British 
Steamer Allanton, on the previous 
cruise of the equadron, Was seized 
after leaving Muroran. 

Although the Camara could have been 
seized she had not enough coal to get 
her to Viadivostek, and was given the 
benefit of the doubt and released.

WEST SHORE

One of the bosses dictates to 
a stenographer a letter making a per- 
sonal appeal to an elector, who is 
either friendly to the boss or under 
obligation to him, asking him to kindly 
support Flint delegates at the prima- 
ries and to talk to his friends about 
Flint. This letter is mailed in dupli- 
eate to as many as fifty electors. Each 
thinks he is receiving a personal ap- 
peal from the boss. This method of 
campaigning originated in Ohio during 
the second Cleveland-Harrison cam- 
paign. Then it was new and worked 
well, Since the trick has been exposed 
electors are wary of typewritten ap- 
peals that pretend to be of a personal 
nature. 


3 Gone Back on Transve.

STOCKMEN'S NEEDS. 


Conference Between | Western Cattle- 
growers and Special Federal Land 
Committee at Denver. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P. A. 
DENVER, Aug. 3.—The conference ; 
between Western stockmen and tne 
Federal special land committee was 
called to order today, Clifford Pinchot, 
chief forester of the government: F. 
H. Newell, in charge of the reclamation 
service, and one hundred delegates rep- 
resenting every Western State and 
Territory were present. Secretary 
James Wilson of the Department of 
Agriculture was delayed en route and 
did not reach here until tonight. Sev- 
eral delegates from Arizona and Sou- 
thern California were delayed in Ari- 
zona by washouts but will arrive to- 
morrow. 
The discussion today was of the bill 
introduced in the last Congress for the 
repeal of the Stone, Timber and Desert 
Land Act and for the commutation 
clause of the: Homestead Act. The 
prevailing sentiment was against the 
bill.. The delegates consider that the 
Homestead Act, espceially as far as ap- 
plicable to the Western countr — 
be enlarged rather than cted 
The discussi of the forest reserve 
problem brought out the fact that 
Western stocknien are not opposed to 
the preservation of (forests. Their 
grievance is that grazing and agricul- 
tural lands are often included in re- 
serves from which stock is excluded.

IS SHOCKING. 


A Startling Discaviry by 
Supt. Mulholland. 


Outfall Sewer Gets a Sixth 
from the Pumps. | 

Ocean Pier and Outlet are 
Now Completed. 


Six million gallons of good, pure city 
water ran to waste into the ocean last 


nicht over the new 800-foot wharf. 


In other words, every six days the 
city system loses through waste 36,- 
009,000 gallons of pure water from its 
reservoirs, which is exactly 1,000,000 
in excess of one day's consumption for 
the entire city. 

What a preposterous proposition it 
is that the City Water Department 
has built at enormous expense a 1200- 
foot tunnel 100 feet below the bottom 
of the Los Angeles River: has placed 
over it a magnificent pumping plant 
that hoists from this great depth ex- 
actly 6,000,000 gallons df water every 
day, in order to meet the demands of 
our population; and yet to have it 
proven beyond question that every gal- 
lon of the water taken from this tun- 
nel is simply permitted to run ruth- 
lessly to waste. 2 

Superintendent Mulholiand's test of 
the outfali sewer for the twenty-four 
yesterday 
morning confirmed his worst fears. He 
has conclusive proof fhat one-sixth of 
the water which has been secured at 
such great cost to the city is lost 
through carelessness.

WORK ON SEWER. 

The new wharf to carry the outlet 
pipe of the sewer 800 feet out into the 
ocean north of Manhattan Beach has 
been completed and a new riveted-steel 
pipe thirty-two inches in diameter car- 
ried to the end and dropped into the 
water to a point two feet below the 
surface at low tide. 
’ Yesterday a train of dump cars was 
at work filling in the great wash made 
by the old outfall sewer when it broke 
off at the bluff, and soon the scars of 
the old eyesore will have been obliter- 
dated. The new pipe, while but thirty- 
two inches in diameter, is by compe- 
tent authority declared to be sufficient 
to carry off the sewage of a city four 
times the size of Los Angeles, and 
while it-is much smaller than the out- 
fall sewer proper, upon which work 
has just begun, the rapid fall as it 
nears the ocean makes it capable of

NOT SO POOR. 


PIMA INDIANS NOT LOSING FLESH 
OVER DROUGHT. 


Their Products Hauled to Market 
in Good Wagons Instead of on the 
Backs of Ponies — Government 
Takes up the Problem of Irrigation 
on Gila Reserve. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE run 

PHOENIX (Arts.) Aug. 2—Dis- 
patches from Washington tell of a visit 
from the president of a committee 
from the Presbyterian Board of Home 
Missions, in behalf of the Pima In- 
dians of Arizona, who are said to be 


perishing because the waters of the 


Gila River have been diverted from 
their reservation.” 

It is odd that the Eastern Presby- 
terians have information concerning 
the Pimas that is rot known in Ari- 
zona. The Pima Indians live only a 
short distance from Phoenix and hun- 
dreds of them are daily on the streets 
of the city but no case of destitution 
has been known upon the reservations 
and assuredly no instances of starva- 
tion. The Indians are a _ peaceful, 
good-natured lot, who take life very 
easy indeed, and are far from lean. 

More than five hundred of their chil- 
dren are being supported and educated 
in government schools at Phoenix and 
Sacaton. The tribe is gaining in num- 
bers, and seems to have lost no flesh 
over the drought that has struck the 
white man as well as the Indian dur- 
ing the past half-dozen years. A large 
part of the Pima tribe lives upon the 
northern bank of Salt River, above 
Tempe, where a contract with the Ari- 
zona Canal Company assures the In- 
dian farmers of a flow of 500 inches 
of water, whatever the stage of the 
river. 

These Pimas have lacked nothing 
through all the water famine. Below 
Phoenix a large community of Marico- 
pas has been granted liberal water 
rights by decision of the local courts. 
On the Gila conditions have not been 
as good, but the Indian agriculturists 
have simply turned toward other 
means of livelihood. They furnish 
Phoenix and Tempe with mequite for 
fuel, and they labor on public works 
and railroad grades. 

Practically the entire tribe_ attends 
the circus when it comes to oenix 
and prosperity is shown by the hun- 


‘dreds of adobe houses that have taken 


the places of the mud-wattled huts on 
the reserve, and by the fact that the 
Indian products are now marketed in 
geod wagons, instead of in sacks tied 
upon the backs of ponies.

Much suc- 
cess has attended the installation of 
the first pumping plant at Sacaton. 
Now it is proposed to install a system 
of pumps, driven by electricity, that 
wili water 15,000 or more acres, giving 
the Indians an ample supply. The re- 
sult of the experimental work on the 
reservation is set forth in a pamphlet. 
wr.tten by Irrigation Engineer Lee and 
published as Water Supply Paper, No. 
104. of the Geological Survey's series: 

William A. Farish, for the Geological 
Survey, has made a preliminary sur- 
vey for a dam on the Gila River, in 
New Mexico, just east of the Arizona 
line. He has found a site pronounced 
ideal, with a width of only 300 feet 
walls. His 
recommendation is for a dam 100 feet 
in height, believed ample for the con- 
servation of the waters of the stream 
at that point. The proposed dam would 
serve to equalize the water supply for 
the farmers of the Upper Gila Valley 
of Arizona, around Safford. It is 
doubtful if its storage could be arawn 
upon to any great extent for the irri- 
gation of new land, though hundreds 
of thousands of acres lle near By and 
available. Still another excellent dam 
site has been surveyed on the San 
Francisco River, the main tributary of 
the Gila in that region. 

After years of unfruitful squabbling, 
the farmers of the Upper Gila Valley 
have started upon litigation expected 
to absolutely determine all questions 
of priority. Suits now filed and to be 
tried at the fall term of court Involve 
every canal and water user from above 
Solomonville down to the line of the 
San Carlos Indian reservation. Prior- 
ities are to be fixed exactly. On deter- 
mination of the cases it is expected 
that the extent of irrigated ground 
will be diminished, but that. ul- 
tural conditions will be generally im- 
proved. 

COPPER FURNACE EXPLODES. 

Friday night the smelting plant of 
the Old Dominion Company at Globe 
was almost wrecked by the explosion 
of one of the copper furnaces. A crack 
in the side of the furnace permitted 
the entrance of molten matter within 
th: water jacket. The great furnace 
was torn to pleces, its fragments and 
molten contents being scattered broad- 
cast. Luckily the force of the explo- 
sion was upward, saving scores of 
workmen from mutilation or death. 
Several of them were slightly hurt by 
the rain of debris. Fire followed at 
once, but was soon extinguished... The 
works, which were to be abandoned 
soon for a new plant, will be patched 
up and will be running soon on two- 
thirds capacity.
